The cost, of feeding the American worker's family may have 
climbed by leaps and bounds, but compared to the cost of eating in many 
for eign lands, according to recent report, it is still a bargain. 


It is little indecd compared‘to what it costs to 
put a decent meal on Italian or Russian workers’ 


And that is in terms of the real cost to the working 


on the assembly line or at

for a pound of pork chops. The 
average Russian industrial 
worker, if he were lucky cnough 
to find any pork chops at all, 
would have to work more than 
ten times as long—five hours and 
four minutes, to be exact—to get 
the money to buy ‘them. 

The average Italjan working 
mun has to put in two hours of 
reasonably. dificult labour for a 
found of pork chops to’ go with 
his spaghetti, the French work- 
“men an hour and u half, the 
Swede 49 minutes.

A pound of bread costs the 
Russign 19 minutes of work, cnd 
it may be nourishing, wholesome 
bread—dark, coarse and packed 
with vitamins and such. But if 
he wants butter on his bread he 
has to work -six hours and 13 
minutes ‘for u pound, 

ty his wife does her own 
baking, the American can bring 
home 4 pound of wheat flour for 
the wages he gets for only four 
minutes of factory. work. A 
pound of flour costs the Russian 
worker exactly nine tlmes as

BREAD CHEAP 

The Canadian works — four 
minutes for a pound of wheat 
flour, 31x Thinutes for a pound of 
bread, 39 minutes for a pound of 
butter. The Frenchman works 
17 minutes for a pound of flour, 
nine minutes for a pound of 
bread, two hours and 49 minutes 
for a pound of butter; the 
Englishman, 7 minutes tor a 
ound of bread. The Itahian 
worker likewise finds bread and 
flour relatively cheap, but he has 
to put in three hours and three 
minutes of bodily travel for his 
pound of ‘butter, 

Coffee is priced In the luxury 
class in many foreign countries. 
The American works 33 minutes 
for a pound, which likely as not 
is packaged for him in an at- 
tractive, vacuum-seated air-tight 
eontainer. A pound of coffee 
costs 53 minutes of work in 
Canada, 66 minutes in Britain, 84 
minutes in Sweden, two hours 
and 39 minutes in France. In 
Italy the cost is four hours and 
three . minutes. The Russian 
worker would have to toil and 
sweat for 11 hours and 34 
minutes to earn the price of a 
pound of coffee. 

The Russian would find sugar 
for his coffee another costly item, 
A pound = of sugar in Stalin's 
empire costs two hours and two 
minutes of work at current 
Communist wages. The Ameri- 
can factory worker can earn his 
pound of sugar in four minutes, 


RATIONING'S EFFECT 

A pound of sugar in Italy costs 
43 minutes of work. The cost is 
six minutes in Cannoda, 25 minutes 
in France, njne minutes in 
Britain and ,Sweden.
